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OF THE 


RUSSIAN ANTIQUITY. 


HE Sarmatians and Scytbians, 
& which the Ruſſian writers call 
SAR Sclavonians and Tchuds, were the 
ancient inhabitants of Ruſſia. It ö 

is unneceſſary for us to prove that the 


Sarmatians were the ſame with the Sclavo- 
" nians,

nians, or that the Scythians were the ſame 
with the Tchuds, as there are many evi- 
dent Proofs that. they were. The Sclavo- 
niaus growing powerful, drove the Tehuds 
to the north and to the caſt, where they 
ſoon ſettled under different chiefs. Afﬀter- 
wards many of the Roſſes, Goths, Normans, 
Sweeans, and Ingrians, who inhabited the 
ſhores of the Baltic, and were called; by the 
general name of Wareghes, had by trading 
and travelling to Greece, thro' the country 
of the Sclavonians, frequently ſettled them- 
ſelves among them. Till at laſt the Wa- 
regh-Roſſes coming in great numbers, with 
Rurick at their head, not only remained in 
Ruſſia, but likewiſe Rurick took poſſeſſion 
of the ſovereignty: ſo that ever after, the 
Sclavonians, together with theſe Varegbes, 
were called by the name of. Roſſes. 


The extent of the Sclavonian nation will 
appear from the number of its tribes. For 
Raſa, Poland, Bohemia, Bulgaria, Servia, 
Crout:a,' Macedony, Diaimatia, Illyricum, 
Yeridia, all uſe the Selavonian language. In 
the time of the firſt Ruſſtan princes, they 
wete almoſt as wealthy, as they are at 
nt; and as. well known for their va- 
lour, which we ſee taken notice of for the 

firſt

firſt time in the 6th century, during the 
reign of Juſtinian the Great. And altho' 
the name of Sclavonian was but then made 

known to the world ; yet the antiquity of 
this nation is ſaid to reach as far back, as 
to the fabulous Greek time. For during 
the Trojan war, when the Henets, Venets, 
or Vends were at Troja, with Pilimenes 
their king, who was at that time under the 
protection of the Greeks, they deſerted that 
prince, and joining themſclves- to Antenor, 
they ſailed into the internal parts of the A- 
driatic Sea, and having made a deſcent, 
they ſettled on that part of Italy, which at 
preſent belongs to the Venetians. 


Formerly the Paphlagonians and Medes 
were one nation. The ancient writers have 
derived the Sarmatians and Amazones from 
the Medes; their voyage out of Aſia into 
Europe was on the North ſides round the 
Black and Maeotic Sea, ſo that this tranſmi- 
gration appears to have been made by two 
ways, from Aſia into Europe. By water 
in the South; and 55 land into the North. 
However, it is hardly to be believed, that 
this, firſt tranſmigration ſhould have been 
the only one. The antiquity of the Scla- 
vonians, Novogrodians, of the inhabitants

of the Southern ſhores of the Baltic as well 
as the of Illyricum, beſides their multipli- 
cation from ti ne to time, oblige us to think 
tha: theſe tranſmigrations into the weſtern 
and northe!n parts of Europe had taken 
place as well before as after the Trojan war. 


There are many remains of the ancient 
power of the Scythians, not only in Li- 
voni a, but allo in EH bonia, Finnlandia, In- 
gria, Carelia, Lapponia, Pernaa, among 
the Tebheremiſſes, Meorguins, Vatiackes, and 
Zyrr-yans. They all ſpeak a language, 
which is very ſimilar, and which was ori- 
ginally the ancient Scythian. Their valour 
and antiquity is known to all the ancient 
writers, although they often confounded 
ther with the Sarmatians; for it was a 
long time after that period, before a num- 
ber of Scythians joined the Sarmatians, 
and pattook in the union of the Ruffian 


empire. 


The Waregh - Roſſes anciently called 
themſelves Roxclans or Roffolans, becauſe 
they had been formerly united to the Alan, 
They received 4 m6 fuccours from the 
Sarmatians, (With whom they were reck- 
"ned by ancient writers the ſame prople,) 

Out

out of the northern parts of Aſia. The 
Roxolans were famous before the nativity 
of Chriſt, in their wars as well as in their 
treaties, particularly with Mithridates the 
Great, king of Pontus, and afterwards with 
the Roman emperors. Hereafter having 
ſettled themſelves with the other Sclavonian 
nations round the ſouthern coaſt of the Bal- 
tic and upon the river Ruſſa, where now 
Old Pruſſia, Courland, and White Ruſſia 
ſtands, they diſtinguiſhed themſelves from 
all the other Wareghes, with the particular 
name of Roſſes. They afterwards had 
many naval engagements upon the Baltic 
with the Goths, and went frequently to 
Greece, to implore the protection of the 
emperors, but often marched out to fight 
againſt them. For it was a conſtant cuſ- 
tom for all the firſt great dukes of Ruſſia, 
till to the grandſons of Wladimir always to 
make war upon the Greek emperors of 
Conſtantinople. It was the Roxolans ſupe- 
rior courage, as well as their knowledge of 
the art of war, that was the cauſe why the 
Sclavonians, Novogrodians, and Tchuds, 
choſe Rurick for their ſovereign, who imme- 
diately went with his family, and as many of 
the Waregh-Roſſes as would go along with 
bim, to take poſſeſſion of his new govern- 
ment.

ment. The Roſſes which continued at the 
firſt place of their abode, were called Pa- 
roſſes, as if they were the remains of the 
Roſſes (Poruſſes, Pruſſiens). And after- 
wards were governed by the Polanders, then 
by the Hieroſolymitan knights, aud laſt of 
all by the Brandenburghians, 


Before the election and arrival of Rurick, 
the following Sclavonian tribes inhabited a 
part of the preſent territories of Ruſſa. The 
Novogredians, who took the name of Scla- 
vonians, built the old city Slavianſs. The 
Paliuns inhabited the country about Kiof. 
The Severans and Krivitges where the town 
of Smolenſk now ſtands. The Drevlians 
lived between the rivers Dnieper and Pri- 
niat. The Poletchans upon the ſouthern 
Dvioa and the river Polota. The Drego- 
witzes and Buſhans. The Tchudian tribes ; - 
Lif, Sum, Yam, Veſs, Muroma, Mera; that 
is, the Livonians, Finni ans, Ingrians, the 
Tchuds of Murom, and Reofiof. The go- 
vernors of the Ruſhans were according to 
Neſtor, (who was an ancient Kiovian writer) 
by the Polians, Kee, Shicheck, and Khoreyf, 
by the Novogrodian-Sclavonians, Savenn 
and Ri; and altho' this writer has in the 
beginning many things nct to be believed of, 
yet 
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yet we ought not altogether to reject him. 
The fable of the ſon of Slavenn being 
changed into a crocodile, may in ſome mea- 
ſure be reconciled with the cuſtoms of thoſe 
times, For along all the rivers falling into 
the Wareghian ſea, and the ſea itſelf, which 
may be paſſed in open boats, great robberies 
were committed, and it was very common 
king's children to be of thoſe bands, ſo that 
we have the leſs occaſion to be ſurprized, 
that the magician of the robbers upon the 
river Mutnoi, looked upon them as if they 
were a crocodile, and gave them ſuch a 
name, pretexting his ſorcery. The attack 
of the Hungarians, and the Sclavonian de- 
ſtruction (mentioned in this author) is a- 
greeable to the outward hiſtories. And al- 
though Neſtor (the author) does not men- 
tion Goſtomyſl the laſt Republican gover- 
nor, by whoſe counſel Rurick was elected 
great duke, yet by fo near an account (as 
the Novogrodian chronographers give) it is 
ſufhcient to remain by him.

After the death of his 
brothers, he brought the Novogrodians and 
all the northern parts of Ruſſia under his do- 
minion, which from that time received the 
name of Roſſes from his own country-men. 


OLEGH, a relation of Rurick, reigned 
during the minority of Rurick's ſon, (was 
the ſecond regent, began to reign An. 879, 
and reigned 34 years) He governed the 
northern as well as the ſouthern provinces; 
and tranſported the great ducal ſcat from 
Novogrod to Kiof, after killing Oſkold and 
Dirr. He carried on wars with the Greeks 
of Conſtantinople, but afterwards made peace 
with them, and ſet on foot a treaty of com- 


merce, for the encouragement of trade, be- 
tween the two nations, 


IGHOR, Rurick's fon, ſucceeded Olegh, 
(was in the ſecond generation, the third re- 
gent, began to reign An. 913, reigned 32 
years, and attained to the age of 63), He 
renewed like his predece ſſors the treaties 
with the Greeks, elthough he at firſt had 
{ought againſt them. But having impoſed 
a very inſupportable tribute upon the Drev- 
lians, he was for that reaſon killed by them, 
as he was returning with it to Kiof. 


OLGHA, 


Novogred and Kief. 11 


OLGHA, the holy, Ighor's conſort, reign- 
ed during the minority of her ſon Svetoſ- 
laf: (was the fourth regent, began to 
reign An. 945, reigned 19 years, and at- 
tained to the age of almoſt 80) the reveng- 
ed her huſband's death on the Drevlians, 
partly, by her power, and partly by policy. 
She likewiſe in her journeys thro' her domi- 
nions, eſtabliſhed in many places ferries and 
tolls; but at laſt retired to Conſtantinople, 
where ſhe was converted to the Chriſtian 


Greek faith, 


* SWETOSLAF, the ſon of Ighor, ſuc- 
ceeded his mother Olgha, (was in the third 
generation, fifth regent, began to. reign An. 
964, and was at his death more than 40 
years old). As he was a very warlike prince, 
he was almoſt continually in the field, and 
carried on many bloody wars upon the Greek 
emperor John Tzimiſces. He had in his 
army not only the Sclavonians and Scythian, 
which were his own ſubjects, but alſo many 
of his allies, the Bolgarians, as well as mer- 
cenary Wareghes, Petchenegs, and Turks, 
but he was killed by the Petchenegs in the 
winter on the banks of the river Dnic- 


per.

YAROPOLEK, Svetoſlaf's ſon, reigned 
after his father's. death at Kiof, (was in 
the fourth generation, ſixth regent, began 
to reign An. 973, and reigned nine years) 
He was killed by his younger brother Wla- 
dimir, being a juſt revenge for the death of 
the innocent prince Olegh the Drevlian. 


WLADIMIR I. ſurnamed the holy, ſuc- 
ceeded his brother Varopolk, (he was in the 
fourth generation, the ſeventh regent, began 
to reign An. 981, and reigned 35 years.) 
He ſurpaſſed in valour the Petchenegs, Lek- 
hes, Bolgarians, the people upon the Volga 
and Danube, the Greeks, and all the na- 
tions which ſurrounded him. Having ſound- 
ed ſeveral faiths, he at laſt embraced Chri- 
ſtianity, and took Anna, the daughter of the 
Greek emperor Romanus, to wife. Great 
numbers of his ſubjects followed his ex- 
ample, and Chriſtianity from that time was 
the eſtabliſhed religion in his dominions. 


SVETOPOLK I. was either the fon of 
Wladimir or Yaropolk, (was in the. fifth 
generation, the eighth regent, began to reign 
An. 1015, and reigned one year.) His mo- 
ther had been Yaropolk's wife; and was mar- 
ried immediately after his death to Wladimir.

No ſooner was Wladimir dead, than Sve- 
topolk killed three of his brothers, Boris, 
Gleb, and Svetoflaf; he afterwards was great 
duke of Kiof : but being defeated and dri- 
ven out by his brother Varoſlaf, ended his 
life very miſerably in his flight between Bo- 
hemia and Ruſſia. 


YAROSLAF I. fornemed the Novogro- 
dian, (was in the fifth generation, ninth re- 
gent, began to reign An. 1016, reigned 38 
years, and attained to the age of 76) ; hay- 
ing leavied an army of Sclavonians, Wareghes, 
and Tchuds, he made war upon his brother 
Svetopolk, and his ally Boleſlaus Khrabry, 
king of Poland, and defeated them after he 
had been once defeated himſelf. He in 
conſequence of a treaty of peace, concluded 
between him and his brother Mſtislaf, the 
valorous prince of Tmutracan, (now called 
Temruck) with whom he had formerly 
been at war, reſided at Kiof. During his 
war with the Greeks, he made one Hi- 
larius metropolitan over the Ruſſian archbi- 
ſhops, without ſending him to the patriarch 
of Conſtantinople. Granted many privileges 
to the Novogrodians, which was one of the 
cauſes of the diviſions in ruſſia, 


IZIAS- 
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IZIASLAF I. Varoſlaf's ſon, (was in the 
ſixth generation, tenth regent, began to reign 
An. 1054, reigned 29 years, and attained 
to the age of 53), was twice driven out of 
Kiof, by his brothers and relations ; but at 
laſt was confirmed by a treaty, in the poſ- 
ſeſſion of the throne. He vanquiſhed the 
Poloftzes: defeated and killed in battle his 
couſins, who had often rebelled againſt him; 
but was himſelf killed after the battle, by a 
lance thrown into his back. 


SVETOSLAF II. Varoſlaf's ſon, (was in 
the ſixth generation, eleventh regent, began 
to reign An. 1073, reigned three years, and 
attained to the age of 49), bydriving his elder 
brother Iziaſlaf out of Kiof, reigned there 
very gloriouſly. He ſhewed his riches him- 
ſelf to ſeveral German Ambaſſadors, who 
were at his court; with a great deal of 
pride and oftentation. Ile died after the 
extraction of a bullet, which had occaſioned 
a very painful ſickneſs. Iziaſlaf again mount- 
ed the throne after his brother's death, and 
drove out Wſewolod who had already placed 
himſelf upon it. 


WSEWOLOD I. Yaroflaf's fon, after 
his brother Iziaſlaf's death, remounted the 
throne 
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throne of Kiof, (was in the ſixth generation, 
twelfth regent, began to reign An. 1078, 
reigned 15 years, and attained to the age of 
64). His reign was rendered very turbulent 
by the many rebels which attempted to de- 
throne him. He died of the plague, which 
at that time raged in Ruſſia ; and he left 
the care of the governtment to his ſon 
Wladimir. 


SVETOPOLK II. Michael, the ſon of 
Iziaſlaf, (was in the ſeventh generation, 1 3th 
regent, began to reign An. 1093, and reigned 
10 years) was elected great duke of Kiof, 
with the conſent of Wladimir Wſewolod's 
ſon, who was always in good underſtanding 
with him, and who reigned at Tchernigof. 
Wladimir afterwards quarrelled with Sveto- 
polk, becauſe he put out the eyes of duke 
Waſilko; however they were ſoon reconci- 
led, and united their forces againſt the Po- 
lofzes, whom they defeated. - Svetopolk died 


quietly. 


WLADIMIR II. Monomachus, Wſevo- 
lod's ſon, (was in the 7th generation, 14th 
regent, began to reign An. 1114, reigned 11 
years, and attained to the age of 72) was 
elected great duke of Kiof with the univer- 
ſal conſent of the nation, He put an end 

to 
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to many diſcontents and rebellions; which 
at that time raged in Ruſſia, and likewiſe 
gave a fignal proof of his courage in a vic- 
tory he acquired' over the Poloftzes. The 
city of Kaffa in the Crim, then in poſſeſ- 
fion of the Genoeſe, was alſo taken by him, 
after he had killed in ſingle combat the Ge- 
noeſe governor himſelf, and ſtript him of 
all the marks of his dignity ; afterwards 
turning towards the Greek empire, he took 
from the emperor Alexius Comnenus, all the 
Imperial ornaments, and was crowned em- 
peror and ſovereign of all Ruſſia. | 


MSTISLAF, Wladimir's ſon; (was in 
the eighth generation, the 1 5th regent, be- 
gan to reign An. 1125, and reigned feven 
years) as the eldeſt of his brothers, ſucceeded 
to the great dutchy ; in his reign the em- 
pire would have enjoyed peace, had it not 
been from ſome diſturbances raiſed by the 
duke Olegh the ſon of Svetoſlaf, who want- 
ed to dethrone him, but theſe were in the 
end entirely ſuppreſſed. 


YAROPOLK II. was alſo the fon of 
Wladimir, and reigned after the death of his 
brother Mſtiflaf, (was in the eighth genera- 
tion, the 16th regent, began to reign An. 
1132, and reigned eight years) Being - mg 

; taken 
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caken priſoner, thro' the boldneſs of the 
Poliſh ſenator called Wloſtowitch, and car- 
ried to Boleſlaf Krivouſty, then king of Po- 
land, who obliged him to give a great ſum of 
money for his ranſoin ; in revenge of which, 
he defeated the king of Poland near Ha- 
 litch, and afterwards waſted all his domi- 
nions, | 


WIATCHESLAF, (was in the eighth 
generation, the 17th regent, began to reign 
An. 1138, and reigned at ſeveral times) 
reigned but twenty days, after the death of 
his brother Yaropolk, before he was driven 
out of Kiof by Wſewolod, the ſon of Olegh. 
However, he afterwards recovered his do- 
minion, and reigned jointly with Iziaſlaf his 
nephew, who was a ſon of Mſtislaf, and 
with Roſtiſlaf. He died ſuddenly. 


WSEWOLOD II. the fon of Olegh, and 
nephew of Svetoſlaf the ſon of Varoſlaf; (was 
in the eighth generation, the 18th regent, 
began to reign An. 1138, and reigned eight 
years) placed himſelf upon the throne after 
he had expelled Wiatcheſlaf. He always 
endeavoured to exclude the children and re- 
lations of Wladimir II. from the great and 
other dutchies; but died when he was aſ-

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ſembling an army againſt the prince of Ha- 
litch. 


IZYASLAF IT. the fon of Mſtſlaf, (was 
in the eighth generation, the 19th regent, 
began to reign An. 1146, ard reigned nine 
years) ſeated himſelf upon the throne, by 
driving out Ighor, the fon of Olegh, who 
had reigned but two weeks when this revolu- 
tion happened, and who afterwards was killed 
by the inhabitants of Kiof upon his turning 
monk. Izyaſlaf appointed one Clemens me- 
tropolitan over the Ruſſian archbiſhops, with- 
out ſending him to the patriarch of Con- 
ſtantinople. He carried on many bloody 
wars with Yurie Dolgoroucky, (that is, 
George the Longhanded) the ſon of Wladi- 
mir, prince of Halitch, about the great dut- 
chy. It was him, that recalled his uncle, 
Wiatcheſlaf to reign along with him, and 
upon whom he likewiſe conferred the whole 
care of the government. After Jziaſlat's 
death, his uncle reigned along with Roſtiſ- 
laf, Mſtiſlaf's fon, and couſin to Izyaſlaf ; 
but after Wiatcheſlaf's death Rotiſlaf was 
driven out by, 


YURIE I. Do/goroucky, the fon of Wladi- 
mir, (or _— * (was in the 
| eighth 
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eighth generation, 2oth regent, began to reign 
An. 1152, and reigned three years) who 
at laſt aſcended the throne of Kiof, after he 
had ſuppreſſed many ferments and con- 
fuſions which at that time raged in the em- 
pire. He laid the foundation of the city of 
Moſkow, (or Moſkwa) he afterwards reign- 
ed very peaceably, and was ſucceeded by 
his ſon, 


ANDRE I. Bolgoliubstoy, (or Andrew 
who loveth God,) (was in the ninth gene- 
ration, the 2 iſt regent, began to reign An. 
1158, and reigned 17 years at Wladimir) 
who removed the great ducal feat from Kiof 
to Wladimir, becauſe the preceeding diſcords 
among the Ruſſian dukes, had almoſt ruined 
that metropolis. He gave a proof of his 
valour in an engagement he had with the 
Bolgarians, upon the banks of the river Volga, 
but was at laſt aſſaſſinated by ſome Moſko- 
vian noblemen of the family of Kutchko- 


vitch. 


DEMETRIUS, Wiewolod, Yurievitz (was 
in the gth generation, the 22d regent, began 
to reign An. 1177, reigned 35 years, and at- 
taincd to the age of 58) having aſcended the 
throne of Wladimir, he puniſhed the mur- 
derers of Andrey his brother. He carried 

D 2 cn 
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on a war with Gleb, duke of Razan, who 
at that time made great ravages in his domi- 
nions. He defeated the Polofzes, and on that 
account was afterwards much feared by all 
the dukes of Ruſſia. In his reign the dutchy 
of Kiof was reduced very low, and another 
dutchy aroſe in Halitch, whoſe princes called 
themſelves ſovereigns of all Ruſſia. The 
conſequence of which was, a diviſion of 
Ruſſia into ſouthern and northern, which 
was one of the greateſt cauſes of its feeble- 
neſs in the ſequel, Demetrius was after his 
his death ſucceeded by his ſon, 


CONSTANTIN, (was in the tenth ge- 
neration, the 23d regent, began to reign 
An. 1 216, reigned two years, and attained 
to the age of 32) who however was driven 
out of the great dutchy of Wladimir, in the 
beginning of his reign, by Yurie, (or George) 
his younger brother; Yurie had reigned 
three years after his father, when Conſtan- 
tin was reſtored to his kingdom after a 
bloody battle near the town of Poliſh Yurief, 
wherein the troops of Yurie and Varoſlaf 
were entirely defcated. 


YURIE II. ſucceeded his brother Con- 
ſtantin, who did not long enjoy the govern- 
ment, but was interrupted by death (was 

in 
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in the 1oth generation, the 24th regent, 
began to reign An. 1218, reigned 20 years, 
and attained to the age of 49.) It was in 
Yurie's time, that the fatal battle was fought, 
between the ruſſians and the Tartars, upon 
the banks of the river Kalka, wherein 
Batu-Khan, the Tartarian prince, was victo- 
rious, and afterwards overrun and laid waſte 
all Ruſſia, The great duke himſelf loſt his 
life in one of theſe engagements, and was 
ſucceeded by his brother, 


YAROSLAF II. (was in the tenth genera- 
tion, the 25th regent, began to reign An. 
1238, reigned nine years, and attained to 
the age of 57,) who at that time was duke 
of Great-Novogrod, but had been unmo- 
leſted by the Tartars. Upon the concluſion of 
peace, he went firſt to Wladimir, and from 
thence to the Horda, where Batu granted him 
the great dutchy of Wladimir. Varoſlaf eſta- 
bliſhed his ſon Alexander in Novogrod, but 
having endured many hardſhips for the ſake 
of his country, He died upon his ſecond 
return from the Horda. In his life time 
he had ſeveral wars with the Lithuanians 
and Germans (Livonians), beyond Novo- 
grod. After his death, was an interregnum 
of five years occaſioned by the Tartars. 


ALE X- 
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ALEXANDER I. Nefoy,. (was in the 
T1th generation, the 26th regent, began to 
reign An. 1252, reigned 12 years, and at- 
tained to the age of 44) Yaroflaf's ſon was at 
this time prince of Novogrod. His dominions 
were much infeſted by the Swedes and Ger- 
mans, which were continually making at- 
tempts upon Novogrod. Being ſome time 
after his father's death called to the Horda, 
he ſo ſurprized Batu with his courage and 
handſome appearance, that he ſent him ho- 
nourably back to the great dutchy, about 
which his two younger brothers were quar- 
relling. Upon his return from a ſecond jour- 
ner he made to the Horda, he became a 
monk and died. 


YAROSLAF III. (furnamed Tvershoy) 
the ſon of Yaroſlaf, (was in the 11th gene- 
ration, the 27th regent, began to reign An. 
1264, reigned ſeven years) ſucceeded his bro- 
ther Alexander in the dukedom, He march- 
ed againſt the Livonians, and made a glo- 
rious peace with them before he returned. 
He afterwards was driven out of Novogrod, 
but reſtored upon the intreaties of the metro- 

litad, He died upon his return from the 
Horda. He had in his life time the dutchies 


of Wladimir, Novogrod and Tver.

WASILEY I. Varoſlavitz, and brother of 
the preceding Yaroſlaf, (was in the 11th 
generation, the 28th regent, began to reign 
An. 1271, and reigned five years,) He made 
inroads along with the Tartars into the ter- 


ritories of the Novogrodians, but after a 
ſhort war he died at Novogrod. 


DMITREY II. (Demetrius) Alexander's 
fon (was in the 12th generation, the 29th 
regent, began to reign An. 1276, and reign- 
ed five years) at his uncle's death, aſ- 
cended the throne of Wladimir. He was 
alſo elected duke of Novogrod, with whoſe 
inhabitants he fell upon Carelia. But being 
expelled by Andrew his younger brother, 
He afterwards went to requeſt the great 
dutchy at the Horda; however his requeſt 
never met with ſucceſs, 


ANDRE VII. Alexandrovitz, brother 
to the expelled prince Dmitrey, we have 
juſt now mentioned (was in the 12th ge- 
neration, the zoth regent, and began to 
reign An. 1281.) He likewiſe applied to 
the Khan, who furniſhed him with an 
army of Tartars to fight againſt his bro- 
ther Demetrius, after whoſe death he pla- 
ced himſelf on the throne, He marched 
out 
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out with his Novogrodians and Wladimiri- 

ans againſt the Livonians, and took a city 
in Livonia, But upon a certain time, as he 
returned from the Horda, he turned monk 
and ſome time after died. He was ſucceeded 
by his brother. 


DANILLO (Daniel) who uſed to call 
himſelf great duke of Moſkwa (was in the 
T2th generation, the 31ſt regent, began to 
reign An. 1296, and attained to the age of 
42.) He for the moſt part lived very peace- 
ably, (being the youngeſt brother) altho' 
among the Ruſſian princes there was at that 
time great confuſion. He in the mean 
time not only enlarged the city of Moſkof, 
which was now grown very populous, but 
alſo gave it greater domains, by ſubjecting 
to it the city of Pere-yaſlaf Z 22 thereby 
fulfilling the teſtament of prince Yvan Dmi- 
. trevitz, (Demetrius's eldeſt ſon) and grand- 
ſon of Alexander Nefſkoy. Laſtly, he turned 
monk and died. It was imagined in his time 
that Moſkof would ſoon be the metro 
lis of Ruſſia, He was ſucceeded by his 
couſin | 


MICHAILO(Michael) Varoſlaf's ſon (was 
in the 12th generation, the 32d regent, be- 
gan to * An. 1304, and reigned 13 

ycars) 
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years) quarrelled about the great dutchy, with 
duke George Dannilio's ſon, ſurnamed the 
Moſkovian (or Yurie Danillovitz Moſkof- 
ſkoy.) They both pleaded their own cauſes 
at the Horda, but Michailo only ſucceeded 
in his application with the Char, and at his 
return into Ruſſia was elected likewiſe duke 
of the Novogrodians. He fought againſt 
the Moſkovians (which were then- under 
duke Yurie's or George's dominion) but 
was forced to come back to Novogrod, be- 
ing repulſed with conſiderable loſs, the ſe- 
cond time he returned from the Horda ; 
where he at laſt was killed. 


YURIE (or George) Danillovitz (or the 
ſon of Daniel) the Moſkovian, (was in the 
13th generation, the 433d regent, began to 
reign An. 1317, and reigned nine years) 
having married the ſiſter of the Khan, by that 
means obtained the great dutchy. But after- 
wards engaging into a war with Michael the 
great duke; his wife Kontchack was taken 

riſoner, whom Michael cauſed to be ſtarved 
to death, The Khan, upon George's requeſt, 
ſummoned Michael to appear at the Horda, 
which the latter no ſooner did, than he was 
_ to a very painful death. After that, 
vrie (George) marched againſt the Swedes 
of Wyburgh; built Orcſhok upon the 
E mouth 
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mouth of the river Neva, in the lake of 
Ladopa, and made peace with the nations 
upon the Dvina, but at laſt was killed in the 
Horda by Dmitrey, ſurnamed T'verſkoy, ſon 
of the ſlain Michael: however, as this was 
done without any order, from the Khan, 
duke Dmitrey was on that account put to 
death. The brother of Dmitrey, 


ALEXANDER, Michailovitz, Tverſtoy 
(was in the 13th generation, the 34th re- 
gent, began to reign An. 1326, and reigned 
two years) ſucceeded to Yurie, receiving the 
great dutchy from the Khan. At the very 
ſame time Shtchelkan, the Khan's relation, 
marched to Tver at the head of an army, 
but being met by duke Alexander, the latter 
defeared his Tartars, and among the great 
number of ſlain was Shtchelkan himſelf. The 
great duke for the preſent eſcaped the Khan's 
rage and vengeance at Pleſkof (or, Pſkof) 
in Livonia and Lithuania, But was after- 
wards killed at the Horda, where he had 
gone there in hopes of receiving his pardon, 


YVAN, or JOHN I. Danilovitz, ſurra- 
med Kalita, (was in the 13th generation, the 
35th regent, began to reign An. 1328, and 
reigned 12 years) was appointed by the 
Khan, great duke of Wladimir and Moſcof, 

and 
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and duke of the other dutchies. He had 
been often at the Horda during the flight of 
Alexander, where he had great honours be- 
ſtowed upon him. In his reign the town 
of Roſtof was included in the territories of 
Moſcof. When the metropolitan Peter went 
to him, he eſtabliſhed him metropolitan of 
all Ruſlia, in Moſcof, for thither the great 
dutchy of Wladimir was tranſported, tho 
Wladimir for a long time after bore the title 
of metropolis. 


SIMON, Yyvanovitz, ſurnamed Ghordy, 
that is, the Proud, (was in the 14th genera- 
tion, the 36th regent, began to reign An. 1340. 
and reigned. 13. years) was appointed in the 
Horda great duke of Wladimir and Moſ- 
cof, and was afterwards alſo elected duke 
of Novogrod. He went to Smolenſk where 
he made a treaty with Olgherd, great duke 
of Lithuania, and then returned. Some 
time after this, a terrible plague breaking 
out in Ruſſia, ſwept off great numbers ot 
the inhabitants, and among the reſt, the 
great duke himſelf and his children. 


YVAN (Johnll.) vunvin w ane 


by the Khan to ſucceed to the great duke- 
dom, (was in the 14th generation, the 37th 
regent, began to reign An. 1353, reigned 
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fix years, and attaincd to the age of 33). 
By ſend:nz the metropolitan Alexius (Alcxey) 
into the Horda, he averted the incurfion 
and devaſtation which the Tartars ſo often 
made into Ruſſia, ſo that he had a very 
peaceable reign. He at laſt became a monk 
and died. 


DMEITREY (Demetrius) II Conſtanti- 
novitz, ſurnamed Suſda/skoy, (was in the 
14th generation, the 38th regent, began 
to reign An. 1360, and reigned two years) 
prevented duke Dmitrey, Y vanovitz of Moſ- 
cof, in his minority, from obtaining from 
the Khan the great dutchy of Wladimir, 
and ſo put his lieutenants into Novogrod. 
During bis reign, Ruſſia was very much 
infeſted with highwaymen, who intercept- 
ed the Tartarian merchants ; but ſome of 
them being taken, were delivered up to the 
Khan for further puniſhment. 


DMITREY III. Yvanovitz, ſurnamed 
Donkey, (was in the 15th generation, 
the 39th regent, began to reign An. 1362, 
and reigned 27 years) by going to the Khan 
'obtainea for himſelf and his deſcendants 
the great dutchy of Wladimir. He drove 
out duke, Dmitrey II. and obliged him to 

cept of What terms of peace he * 
. im. 
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him. He built the Kreml of ſtone, (or the 
Czaric palace) in Moſkof. He carried on 
a war with duke Michael Tverſkoy, fon of 
Alexander II. and with Olgherd great duke 
of Lithuania, the ally and fon in law of Mi- 
chael, which gave occaſion to great deva- 
ſtations on both fides. And altho' Mamay, 
a prince in the Horda, who had then greater 
power than the Khan himſelf, had not 
acknowledged Michael as great duke; yet 
neither was duke Dmitrey allowed the great 
dutchy ; and when he obtained it from 
Mamai, he was twice driven out of Ruſſia 
with a great army, and entirely defeated 
another time. Some time after this, Moſ- 
kof was unexpectedly attacked by Tokhta- 
myſhkhan, which was the occaſton of much 
bloodſhed. However, thro' this monarch's 
care, ſeveral of the principal dutchies were 
added to Moſkof, which- conſiderably 
ſtrengthened the empire. | 


WASILEY (Baſilius) II. Dmittevitz had 

a very peaccable acceſſion to the throne, 
(was in the 16th generation, the 4oth 
regent, began to reign An. 1389, reigned 
36 years, and attained to the age of 54) 
Having concluded a peace with the Novo- 
____ grodians,' 


they were all common people or ſlaves. 


grodians, he obliged them to pay b/ack Tri- 
bute . He afterwards carried on a cruel 
war with his father in law, Vitthoft, great 
dake of Lithuania, and ſon of Keſtutef, 
becauſe Vitthoft had taken Smolenſk by 
ſtratagem. Yedighey, a Tartarian prince, 
(who had like Mamay a greater power in 
the Horda than the Khan himſelf) fell on 
a ſudden upon Moſkof, and made a great 
devaſtation all around it. 


WASILEV III. Waſilowitz, ſurnamed Tem- 
ney, that is, the Brown, ſucceeded his father: 
(was in the 17th generation, the 41ſt regent, 
began to reign An. 142 5, reigned 37 years, and 
attained to the age of 47) his firſt adverſary 
was duke Vurey Dmitrevitz Shemaka, and 
the uncle of Waſiley the Brown, to whom 
the Khan had given the great dutchy, and 
whoſe horſe duke Yurey muſt lead by order 
of the Khan. But duke Yurey or George, 


not regarding the Khan's commands, drove 


Waſiley twice out of Moſkof, although he 
died himſelf ſoon after the ſecond expul- 


As the common people in Ruſſia are diſtinguiſhed 
the name af - Black, and the noblemen by that of 
Whites ſo this is to ſignify, that the Novogrodians 
ſhould pay, all, without exception, ſuch duties as if

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fion. Duke Waſiley, a ſon of duke Yurey 
Shemaka, was afterwards driven out of the 
great dutchy by his brothers, who placed 
Waſiley III. Wafilovitz upon the throne. 
However, duke Dmitrey Yurievitz Shemaka, 
having taken the great duke Waſiley II. 
priſoner, near Troitza, in the monaſtery of 
Serghef, put out his eyes, and ſent him to 
Uglitch. Afterwards, the common people 
of Moſkof, together with the nobility and 
eccleſiaſtice, beg'd the reſtitution of duke 
Waſily III, Waſilovitz. Shemaka died in 
his flight; and afterwards the great duke 
concluded a treaty with the Novogrodians, 
who were obliged to become his tributa- 
ries. | 


VAN III Waſilovitz, (was in the 18th 
generation, the 42d regent, began to reign 
An. 1462, reigned 43 years, and attained to 
the age of 66 and nine months) ſucceeded 
his father at a time, when the Khans in the 
Horda were at war with one another. He 
therefore took that opportunity to, ſend an 
army to Kazan, to humble the pride of its 
inhabitants. He marched againſt Novo- 
grod, which had revolted at the inſtigation 
of one Martha, a widow to the Novogro- 
dian citizen Iſaac Boretzkoi, and of bet 
children ; but the great duke ſoon brought 
them 
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them to reaſon. However, he was once mcre 
obliged to go to Novogrod, to appeaſe that 
turbuleat and riotous city : where he took 
Martha and her grandſon priſoners, and car- 
ried the cathedral bell to Moſkof. He alſo 
annihilated the commonwealth of Novogrod, 
and brought it under a total ſubjection. He 
did the fame with Pleſkof or Pſkof. Akh- 
med, who was at that time khan of the 
Horda, ſent ambaſſadors to Moſkof, to re- 
ceive the tribute and gifts, which he had 
neglected for ſome years, with a Baſma (or 
order of the khan, repreſenting his perſon. 
in the ſeal) which ordered the great duke 
to come unto the Horda, to receive the 
great dutchy. But he (the great duke) 
took the Baſma, and trampled it under foot, 
2nd ordered that all the ambaſſadors ſhould 
be killed except one, who was ſent back 
to the Horda with a contemptible refuſal. 
Akhmed in his fury marched immediately, 
with what forces he could gather together, 
into Ruſſia; but reflecting afterwards that 
he could not keep the field alone againſt the 
great duke, who had ſtrongly fortified him- 
felf, he waited for ſome auxiliaries from 
Poland ; but the great duke taking advan- 
tage of bis ſituation, defeated him near the 
river Ugra, and afterwards marched towards 
the river Volga, and there deſtroyed the 
Khan's 
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khan's horda, notwithſtanding the latter 
returned immediately upon receiving advice 
of it. In the fame time the Ruſſians alſo 
deſtroyed the horda of the Nagai Tartars. 
Akhmed having been defeated once be- 
fore this, killed himſelf out of deſpair, 
and with his life, the whole power of his 
horda vaniſhed, but that of the city of 
Kazan encreaſed. However, the great duke 
took Kazan, and put khan's in and out ac- 
cording to his pleaſure. His marriage with 
Sophia, the daughter to a Greek emperor, 
brought the two-headed eagle of the Ro- 
man Empire into his arms. 


WASILEY IV. Yvanowitz, ſucceeded 
his father, (was in the 19th generation, 
the 43d regent, began to reign An, 1505, 
reigned 28 years, and attained to the age 
of 55 and eight months) ſent a powerful 
army againſt Kazan, which had revolted ; 
this army when it had made very conſide- 
rable progreſſes, was almoſt totally deſtroyed 
by the cunning of the khan of Kazan, and 
the ſecurity of the Ruſſians. Aſter this 
the great duke declared war againſt Po- 
land, which received auxiliaries from the 
Krim. Smolenſk was retaken by the Ruſ- 
ſians, and peace was re-eſtabliſhed in Pſkof. 
Mathmet Amin, khan of Kazan, who had 
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revolted on the former part of his reign, 
repented before he died his miſerable 
death, and ſent rich preſents to the great 
duke, with a declaration of his guilt. In his 
room the great duke appointed one Shigalei; 
but this khan was driven out ſoon after, 
by the Tartars of Kazan, becauſe he would 
not join in a revolt againſt the Ruſſians; 
upon which Shigaley retired to Moſkof. 
The Kazanians elected Sophakirey their 
khan in his room; he was the fon of 
the Krimic khan. So ſoon as the great 
duke received this intelligence, he ſent two 
armies, one by land, and the other by 
water upon the river Wolga againſt Kazan. 
The army by land was defeated near the 
river Svagha, by the Tartars ; and that by 
water, being in ſmall veſtels, was with all 
its proviſion and baggage, overſet in the 
narrow paſſages of the Wolga, by the 
weight of heavy beams, that were thrown 
upon the veſſels by the Tcheremiſles of Kazan. 
However, the Ruſſians ſent a third army, 
which arriving without any accident, de- 
feated the Tartars near Kazan, and obliged 
Saphakirey their khan to fly into the Crim. 
But a diviſion among the Ruſſian generals, 
and the gaiety and negligence of their chief 
commander, duke Yvan Bielſkoy, prevent- 
ed Kazan from being taken, nctwithſtand- 
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ing it was ſo much expoſed. It's inhabi- 
tants demanded Shigalei's brother for their 
khan, but they no ſooner got him, than 
they drove him out and recalled Sophakirey. 
Waſiley in the latter end of his reign ſtiled 
himſelf T'zaar and ſovereign of all Ruſſia. 


YVAN I. Waſilowitz (John I. Bafilius's 
ſon) Tzaar and Sovereign of all Ruſſia, 
reigned in his minority under the care of 
his mother the great dutcheſs Helena; 
(was in the 2oth generation, the 44th re- 
gent, began to reign An. 1533, reigned 
50 years, and attained to the age of 54) 
He bravely defended his country againſt the 
Lithuanians, Krimic and Kazanic Tartars, 
who all at once attacked his dominions. 
And after his mother's death, having taken 
the reins of government into his own hands, 
he chaſtiſed ſome young noblemen who had 
taken advantage of his minority, and had 
been the cauſe of much diſquiet and injury 
to his ſubjects. The Tartars of Kazan ob- 
ſerving, by Saphakirey their khan, that 
thoſe of the Crim, looked upon themſelves 
as higher than them, took a diſlike to Sa- 
phakirey, and drove him out. They then 
begged that the tzaar would give them Shi- 
galey again for their khan, who accordingly 
by the tzaar's appointment went to Kazan. 

F 2 How- 
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However, they kept him more like a pri- 
ſoner than a khan, for which reaſon he 
ſecretly made his eſcape into Ruſſia, U 

which they again took back Saphakirey, 
who ſoon after died ſuddenly. The tzaar 
Yvan went againſt Kazan at the head of 
his army: but a ſharp winter and ſpring 
obliged him to return without taking it. 
Some time after he ſent another army to 
Kazan under the command of Shigalei; 
and he himſelf encamped near the town 
of Svageſk, where he obliged the Tchere- 
miſſes that lived on the mountains, to take 
an oath of fidelity to him. In Kazan the 
widow of Saphakirey, and her ſon called 
Sumbeck, ſhewed great affection for the 
khan's fon Kaſh-tchack, whom the inhabi- 
tants of Kazan very much diſliked, and 
would have delivered him up to the Ruſſians ; 
but Kaſh- tchak endeavouring to eſcape out 
of Kazan was caught, and carried to Moſ- 
kof, where he was puniſhed ; Sumbeck and 
her ſon with all their wealth were likewiſe 
brought to Moſkof. Shigalei exerciſed cru- 
elties on thoſe who had been the means 
of driving him out; for which he was 
much . blamed, both by the Tartars, and 
likewiſe by the Ruſhan generals who were 
at Svageſk, for which reaſon he alſo was 
expelled Kazan. However, when the tzaar 
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Yvan was to judge upon the affair, Shi- 
galey ſo well defended his cauſe, that the 
tzaar on that account made him khan of 
Kaſimof. The tzaar himſelf marched again 
to Kazan, which he took in a general aſ- 
fault on it. He made khan Edigher (or 
Yedigher) priſoner, and eſtabliſhed his own 

wer together with chriſtanity in Kazan. 
Soon after this Aſtrakhan was likewiſe added 
to Ruſſia. It's khan (for it was at that time 
like Kazan, Kazimof, &c.aTartarian city) Em- 
turchey (or Vemturchey) was driven out, and 
his wives and children made priſoners. The 
Krimic Tartars had at this time frequent 
wars with the Ruſſians, by putting them- 
ſelves under the protection of the Turks. 
The Swedes afterwards falling upon Oreſ- 
hok, were driven back by the Ruſſians, far 
beyond the city of Wyburgh. The tzaar 
ſent a great army conſiſting of Ruſhans, 
Tartars and Teherkaſſes againſt the Livo- 
nians, to puniſh them for their.cunning and 
diſobedience ; and gave the command of it to 
Shigaley, the khan of Kaſimof, ho took 
Narva, Yurief (or Derpt) and a great many 
more cities. In the tzaar's war with Poland he 
took Polotzk and other places. At that time 
the Crimic Tartars and Turks fat down be- 
fore Aſtrakhan, with a numerous army; 
but after having loſt a great part of it, 

with 
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with all their baggage, they were forced 


to raiſe the ſiege. Yvan was valiant, and 
high ſpirited ; a prince of great penetration, 
which his firſt ſpouſe Anaſtaſia, Romanof's 
daughter, by her charms, knew always to 
govern. But after her death he quite 
changed his manners : particularly when 
many noblemen, very ambitious to have 
their daughters or relations married to him, 
for their ſpeeches gave him ſo much diſ- 
quiet, that like a ſudden tempeſt, he would 
burſt at once into an immoderate fit of anger. 
This prince likewiſe puniſhed the Novo- 

odians, who were always ſo remarkably 
turbulent. But having in his paſſion ſtruck 
his ſon a violent blow, this was the occa- 
ſion of his death; this anger alſo acquired 
him the ſurname of The Cruel. By his 
command a printing houſe was eſtabliſhed 
in Moſkof, and towards the latter end of 
his reign 7ermek, a donic koſak, conquered 
Siberia. 


FEDOR I. Yvanowitz (or Theodor, the 
ſon of John) (was in the 21ſt generation, 
the 45th regent, began to reign An. 1 584, 
reigned 14 years, and attained to the age of 
41) had no ſooner mounted the throne, 
than the people of Moſkof went in mobs 

to the palace, demanding cne —_—_— 
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ſkoy, giving out that he wanted to have 
killed the tzaar ; however the people were 
all appeaſed, when they heard that Bielſkoy 
was ordered into exile. At that time Yer- 
mak took the ſons of the khan of the 
Tartars in Siberia priſoners, and ſent them 
to Moſkof. After which the Kazanians left 
off their turbulent behaviour, and were en- 
tirely ſubjected to the Ruſſian empire. How- 
ever, to ſecure their fidelity, many little 
towns and forts were built near Kazan, 
and peopled with Ruſſians. Boris Godunof 
(fon of Fedor Godunof) brother-in-law to 
tzaar Fedor, being very much hated both 
by people and nobility, for his malice and 
haughtineſs; the tzaar was petitioned by the 
metropolitan, and many among the higheſt 
of the nobility, that he would divorce Bo- 
ris's ſiſter, and take another wife. But as 
ſoon as Godunof got intelligence of this, he 
took every opportunity to prevent the ſuc- 
ceſs of their application ; which he had no 
ſooner accomplithed, than he put to death 
many of his enemies, and baniſhed all the 
reſt, He likewiſe ordered that duke Dmi- 
trey, who was the ſon of the tzaar Yvan, 
ſhould be put to death at Uglitch, as if he had 
been a common criminal ; by whoſe death 
he extinguiſhed all the male ifſue of tzaar 
Yvan, About this time was the firſt 
Pa- 
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Patriarch, Job, inſtituted at Moſkof. The 
tzaar went into Livonia and retook Yvan- 
gorod (or Yvan's city) Yamburgh and Ko- 
por'ie. Which the khan of the Crimic 
tars no ſooner got notice of, than taking 
advantage of his abſence, made a v 
quick march towards Moſkow, and laid the 
country waſte all around it. At the fame 
time the Norwaymen fell upon the moſt 
northern maritime parts of Ruſſia, How- 
ever, they were defeated and drove back by 
the Solofzes and Eſthonians. The king of 
Grufinia, (which is the Ruſſian name for 
ia) and ſome other princes, put them- 
ſelves under the tzaar's protection. Be- 
fore the tzaar died he gave the tzaardom to his 
brother-in-law, Fedor Nikititch Romanof. 


BORIS, Godunof, the fon of Fedor Go- 
dunof, (was the 46th regent, began to reign 
An. 1598, and reigned ſeven years and fix 
months) by many rich preſents, bribery, 
promiſes, and partly threats, to the com- 
mon people and nobility, gained ſo far 
upon them as to be elected tzaar, inſtead 
of Fedor Romanof. At firſt he very much 
conciliated their affection with his gracious 
behaviour and ſtrict regard to juſtice, by 

utting the Jaws in execution againſt mur- 
derers and robbers, He likewiſe ' hindered 
the 
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incurſions into the Ruſſian dominions. He 
made war upon the Nagai-Tartars, whoſe 
power at that time was increaſing, ſo as 
to grow too formidable to Aſtrakhan. This 
war however much weakened them ; which 
finiſhed, Boris gave ear to all who brought 
any accuſations againſt the nobility, and 
particularly againſt the family of Roma- 
nof. He ſent Fedor Nikititz into exile, 
and gave orders that wherever any of his 
relations could be found, they ſhould be 
immediately ſtarved to death. And in or- 
der the better to ſecure his dominions to 
himſelf and his poſterity, he looked over a 
great part of the world, for a wife for his 
ſon, and for a huſband to his daughter. 
It was this that made him ſend an em- 
baſſy to the Tartarians, to aſk a wife for 
his ſon ; but the ambaſſadors were all killed 
by the inhabitants of the deſerts, through 
which they were obliged to paſs ? About 
this time the royal prince of Denmark, 
came over to Ruſſia on purpoſe to marry 
Xenia the tzaar's daughter ; but was poi- 
ſoned by order of the unhoſpitable Boris. 
While theſe things were going on, a great 
famine, which occaſioned frequent robbe- 
ries, riots, and almoſt daily murders; to- 
| G gether

gether with Boris's inſupportable cruelty, 
made one Gryſhka (or Gregory) Raſtrigha, 
give out that he was prince Dmitrey, (the 
ſon of tzaar Yvan I. Waſilowitz) who had 
ſome time before been killed by Boris's 
order, during the reign of his (Dmitrey's) 
brother Fedor I. and Gryſhka being aſſiſted 
by the Polanders, Kazacks, and many diſ- 
affected Ruſſians, who hated Boris, he march- 
ed before Moſkof; which the tzaar no ſooner 
- ſaw, than poiſoned himſelf out of fear. A 
plague, which infeſted Ruſſia during his 
reign, had depopulated almoſt the whole 


city of Moſkof. 


FED OR II. Boriflowitz Godunof, (was 

the 47th regent, began to reign An, 1604, 
and reigned but ſix weeks) was immedi- 
ately ſeated upon the throne by the peo- 
ple in Moſkof ; but moſt of the noblemen 
in his army dcſerted with many troops to 
Raſtrigha, who ſoon made himſelf maſter 
of Moſkof, and ordered that all the Godu- 
nofs, ſhould be put to death ; among whom 
was the tzaar Fedor and his mother, but 
his ſiſter was firſt proſtituted by Raſtrigha, 
and then made a nun. After he had taken 
poſſcſſion of Moſkof, he married a Poliſh 


lady, and brought with him a great pum- 
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ber of that nation, together with many 
Roman - catholic prieſts, to whom he gave 
great power. However this uſurper at laſt 
was put to an infamous death by duke 
Waſiley Shuiſkoy, his body being burnt, 
his aſhes were ſtrewed about the ſtreets. 
After his death, 


WASILEY, Yvanowitz Shuiſkoy, (was 
in the 2oth generation, the 48th regent, 
began to reign An. 1606, and reigned five 
years) was made tzaar of all Ruſſia. He 
ſent ambaſſadors to Poland to acquaint them 
that Raſtrigha was an impoſtor, and not 
Dmitrey Yvanovitz, as he had piven out, 
But the ambaſſadors were not accepted, 
for the Polanders were far from believing 
them. In the mean time tzaar Waſiley 
began to fear the noblemen, for the breach 
of a promiſe he had formerly made them, 
that he would always be attached to their 
intereſt, And it happened as he ſuſpected ; 
for a ſtrong faction had already formed it- 
ſelf, headed by one who called himſelf 
prince Dmetrius, (as Raſtrigha) beſides a 
great many other rioters, who went un- 
der the names of prince Dmetrius's bro- 
thers and couſins, which altogether put the 
Ruſſian empire in a ferment ; for at the 

G 2 ſame 
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ſame time with theſe there were inteſtine 
wars, robberies, incurfions of the Polanders 
and Swedes, under pretence of aſſiſting one 
or the other party; all which leſſened very 
much the power of the tzaar, and at laſt 
annihilated it. For ſome noblemen elected 
Wladiſlaf, the prince of Poland, their tzaar, 
and forced Waſiley Shuiſkoy to become a 
monk, and afterwards delivered him up to 
the king of Poland, The Ruſſian ambaſ- 
ſadors above-mentioned, among whom was 
the metropolitan of Roſtof, Philaret Ni- 
kititz Romanof, were altogether cloſely 
confined by the Polanders; who, in ſhort, 
reigned at Moſkof, and had moreover Smo- 
lenſk, and many more places in the Ukraine, 
ſo that they laid the country waſte at their 
pleaſure. The Swedes having been like- 
| wiſe called in to give their aſſiſtance, took 
Novogrod, Ladoga, Oreſhok, and all the 
cities in Ingria. Ruſſia was in this deplorable 
condition, which was even worſe than that 
it had been in, when the Tartars had over- 
run it, when a merchant of Nizigorod, call- 
ed Koſmas, took Moſkwa, under the con- 
duct of duke Dmitrey Michailowitz Po- 
ſharikoy, and duke Dmitrey Timothewitz 
Trubetzkoy, and cleanſed it of Polanders 
and Robbers. 
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MICHAEL II. Fedorowitz Romanof, 
(was in the 23d generation, the 49th re- 
gent, began to reign An. 1613, reigned 33 
years, and attained to the age of 49) was a 
near relation to the Moſkovian tzaars, and 
couſin of tzaar Fedor I. his father was Fe- 
dor Nikititz Romanof, whom tzaar Fedor I. 
entruſted with the tzaardom, and who was 
afterwards metropolitan of Roſtof, under 
the name of Philaret. Michael was una- 
nimouſly elected. When he came from 
Koſtroma to Moſkof, he found that city 
all in ruins, and the country round it .laid 
waſte ; to prevent which for the future, he 
checked the Poliſh and Swediſh incurſions, 
and afterwards concluded a peace with them; 
the conditions whereof were, that the Swedes 
ſhould return Novogrod and Ladoga, and 
the Polanders give back the tzaar's father 
Philaret q whom Michael immediately ap- 
pointed patriarch of Moſkof. After this 
he concluded treaties, and ſent embaſſies 
to the Turks and Perſians, chiefly with the 
view of encouraging the trade with the lat- 
ter. The Swedes at this time wanted the. 
tzaar to join with them. in an alliance a- 
gainſt Poland, but he refuſed to comply 
with it. However, a war ſoon after break- 
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ing out between Ruſſia and Poland, the 
Ruſſians laid ſiege to Smolenſk, but did 
not take it thro the cowardice of their 
noblemen, who were all ſeverely puniſhed 
for delivering up their baggage and co- 
lours to the king of Poland, without ſtri- 
king a ſtroke. A peace ſoon after enſued 
with Poland, and a line of fortifications 
and towns were built againſt the Crimic de- 
ſert. The donic Kozacks took Azof, and 
the Ruffians ſent an embaſſy to China (or 
as they call it Kita!) for the firſt time. 


ALEXEY 1. Michailovitz, (was in the 
24th generation, the goth regent, began 
to reign An. 1645, reigned 31 years, and 
attained to the age of 47) mounted the 
throne upon his father's death, and ſoon 
after defeated the Turks and Tartars, who 
had made an invaſion into the Ukraine. 
He appeaſed a ſedition in Novogrod, and 
with his arms ſubdued the Pſkovians, and 
becauſe they refuſet| to ſurrender, he after- 
wards cauſed the ringleaders to be put to 
death. About this time the populace (who 
are all flaves) of Moſkow, grew very riotous 
againſt their nobility and judges, becauſe the 
latter, by bribes they had received from 


the noblemen, had been gulity of very great 
acts 
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acts of injuſtice ; but the tzaar's preſence 
and orders prevented all further miſchief, 
and reſtored every thing to its former 
tranquillity, He afterwards took Smolenſk, 
and overrun all Poland ; in which expe- 
dition he was much aſſiſted by ſome re- 
gular troops he had in his army. He 
marched into Livonia as far as Righa, 
where ſome foreign troops had revolted; 

in the mean time one Nickon was made 
patriarch, but having been the cauſe of 
great troubles to the tzaar, he was ſoon 
after depoſed, in a general congregation of 
the patriarchs. The khan of the Krim 
invaded Ruſſia twice during this tzaar's 
reign. In the firſt invaſion the Ruſſians 
were defeated, and their brave general, 
prince Poſharſkoy, taken priſoner and ſlain : 
but in the ſecond, which was the following 
year, the Rufſians gained a compleat vic- 
tory. Mean while a donic Kozak, called 
Stenka (for. Staniſlaus) Razin, robbed and 
committed great barberities upon the banks 
of the river Wolga and Caſpian Sea; but 
being at lait taken upon the banks of the 
river Don, was carried to Moſkof, and 
there condemned to be quartered, This 
profligate fellow, by burning the firſt ſhip, 
which was built at Aſtrakhan, and which 
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was called the Eagle, prevented the tzaar's 
accompliſhing what he had in view, viz, 
the building of a fleet upon the Caſpian Sea. 


FEDOR III. Alexievitz, (was in the 25th 
generation, the 511t regent, began to reign An. 
1676, reigned fix years, and attained to the 
age of 2 5) ſucceeded his father Alexey, and he 
retained the late acquiſitions of Kiofand Malo- 
roffia, which had been conquered by his father. 
He diſcountenanced the propenſity to revenge, 
which at that time poſſeſſed the nobility 
and courtiers. As he was a lover of learn- 
ing, he eſtabliſhed the college in Moſkow, 
behind the monaſtery of Ickonoſpaſkoy (or 
of the redeeming Image). Notwichſtanding 
he was extremely fond of riding on horſe- 
back, and had Stodes, yet he had a very 
indifferent conſtitution. As he had yo chil- 
dren, he appointed before he died his bro- 
ther Peter Alexiewitz his ſucceſſor, becauſe 
he diſcovered in him great abilities, and 
courage, although he was at that time very 


young. 


YVAN II. Alexiewitz, (was in the 25th 
generation, the 52d regent, began to reign 
An. 1682, reigned 13 years, and attained 
the age of 29) was elected and crowned 

| tzaar, 
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tzaar, together with his brother Peter, but 
both under the tutelage of their ſiſter Sophia; 
ſome time after happened the firſt rebellion 
among the Strellitzes; (a kind of ſoldiers then 

common in Ruſſia) and notwithſtanding. 
the tzaar Yvan was the eldeſt, yet he being 
a very timid prince, did not venture to take 

the reins of government; and the tzaar Peter 
being at that time too young, and only occupi- 
ed in learning the art of war; the government 
for ſome years continued in the hands of 
the princeſs Sophia, and of the chief of 
the nobility. However, there were three 
other rebellions of the Strellitzes ſucceſ- 
ſively, and alſo ſome ſudden and unlucky 
marches of the Crimics. Yvan died without 
leaving any male children, 


PETER I. Alexiewitz, the Great, (was 
in the 25th generation, the 53d regent, 
began to reign An. 1682, reigned 43 years, . 
and attained to the age of 58 and eight 
months) learned the art of war during the 
ſeveral rebellions of the Strellitzes, which 
we have juſt now mentioned (and which 
had been underhand encouraged by the 
princeſs Sophia, on purpoſe to make at- 
tempts upon Peter's life,) and at 12 years 


of age he was enrolled like a common 
| H : ſol- 
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ſoldier, and ſlept with his companions under 
one and the ſame tent, he watched when 
it came to his turn, carried earth in a cart 
to a mock fortification; (which he himſelf 
had erected for his pleaſure), in ſhort, he 
underwent all the labours of a common 
ſoldier, and this on purpoſe to ſhew what a 
ſoldier was able to do, and what was his 
duty. The fear of ſuch hard duty, made 
a great number of his troops upon the fron- 
tiers, deſert to the cnemies in Livonia, Finn- 
land, Poland, Pomerania, Sweden, Turky, 
and Perſia, The finding of an old boat, 
kindled in his ſpirit ſo great a deſire of 
building a fleet, that by effays upon the 
ſeveral Lakes and the White Sea, ſeveral 
men of war and merchant ſhips were built, 
and were ſeen to ſet fail from the mouths of 
the rivers Don, Neva, Dvina, and Wolga. 
The taking of Azof was the firſt effect of 
this new inſtitution. And having already 
excited the attention of Europe by his glo- 
rious conqueſts, he ſecretly undertook his 
voyage into the Weſt; with an high name, 
and an incomparable preſence of mind, he 
did the utmoſt that was poſſible to make 
himſelf maſter of the art of ſhip-building. 
Nay, he even condeſcended to be taught 
by the common people. He was preparing 
to 
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to continue this uſeful voyage, when he 
was obliged to return to his own country, 
to ſuppreſs a fifth rebellion of the Strellitzes. 
The unlucky encounter of the Ruſſians with 
the Swedes, headed by king Charles XII. 
did not diſpirit him in the beginning of the 
war, nor make him wiſh to ſhorten it. 
Soon after this, the - enſuing battles near 
Tchernaya and Kraſnaya Myza, and upon 
the Peipus Lake; the taking of Marien- 
burgh, Shluſſelburgh, Kantzy, Derpt, Narva, 
Mitau, and the building of Peterſburgh, al- 
molt before the eyes of the enemy, ſuffici- 
ently proved Peter's magnanimity and labo- 
riouſnels. But more than ever was the 
world convinced of his ſuperiority over his 
enemies, when after he defeated the Swediſh 
general Loewenhaupt, Peter himſelf defeated 
near Poltawa, king Charles the XIIth, at 
whoſe name all Europe trembled, but who 
wos now obliged to ſeek ſhelter in Tutky; 
after leaving behind him 18,000 Swedes 
priſoners, who were all carried to Moſkow. 
Soon after Peter reſtored . the crown of Po- 
land to Auguſtus II. whom king Charles 
had deprived of it; and in the voyage Peter 
made thither, he aſſiſted at the ſeveral ſieges 
of Elbing, Righa, Dunaminnd, Wiburgh, 
Pernow, Kexholm, Arenſburgh, and Reval, 
H 2 After 
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After theſe performances he prepared to 

march againſt the Turks, having firſt eſta- 
bliſhed the ſenate ; he ſurmounted the hard- 
ſhip of a toilſome voyage, went into the 
enemies country, but croſſing the river Prut, 
was ſurrounded with Turkiſh troops, and 
ſuſtained their attacks three days ſucceſſive- 
ly; till at laſt being in extreme want of 
victuals, he had reſolved to make a laſt 
effort to break thro' the enemy, but by the 
advice and requeſt of his conſort Catherine, 
he preferred the ſecurity and preſervation 
of his perſon (ſo neceſſary to the new in- 
ſtitutions of his country) to an exertion of 
his heroic valour, and concluded a peace 
with the Ottomannic Porte, by which he 
gave up Azof. This adventure, though ap- 
parently of no uſe to Ruſſia, was however 
conſiderably ſo to ſome of its neighbours. 
For, the Turks by this means were pre- 
vented entering Poland, through which they 
would have paſſed, under pretext of con- 
veying king Charles XII. into his domi- 
nions; and with their numerous army, 
might perhaps have ſubdued it, as they 
had done ſormerly with the Greek empite. 
After this Peter went both with an army 
and navy to Finnland, where he fought 
ſeveral battles; he afterwards took Stetin 


In 
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in Pomerania, defeated the Swediſh army 
under general Steinbock, and ſhewed his 
victorious arms near Stockholm, where he 
at laſt obliged Sweden to conclude an e- 
ternal peace with Ruſſia; reſerving fot him- 
ſelf, Eſthonia, Liefland, the ifle of Oeſell, 
and a great part of Finnland. But he had 
ſcarcely time enough to tefreſn himſelf a little, 
when he was under a neceſſity of carrying the 
war into Perſia; where after an exceeding 
laborious and dangerous voyage through the 
wild nations in the deſert, he took Der- 
bent, and ſeveral other cities, which he de- 
livered from the rebels againſt the king of 
Perſia. By this expedition he conquered 
the whole weſtern ſhore of the Caſpian 
Sea, and returned amidſt the univerſal accla- 
mations of his ſubjects. And now reſolv- 
ing in his mind to improve to the beſt 
advantage the peace he had procured to his 
dominions, he more particularly wiſhed to 
eſtabliſh the ſgiences, and for that rea- 
fon it was, he crowned his conſort Ca- 
therine, who reigned afterwards alon 
with and after him. But God did not 
much longer leave him in this world, and 
Peter the Great died of the ſtone. He 
ſuffered great hardſhips, and eſcaped many 
dangers, not only from the Strellitzes, 

Raſ- 
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Raſkolnicks, and other rebels; but alfo 
from his own ſiſter Sophia, his firſt con- 
ſort Eudocia, and his ſon Alexey, which 
obliged him to be a little ſevere. He was 
not of a revengeful diſpoſition, but bore 
human infirmities with patience, and was 
rather a father than a prince to his ſub- 
jects. In the field, he was vigilant and in- 
defatigable. He was a ſparing economiſt, 
but a generous rewarder. In battle he was 
intrepid, but precautious; in alliances, a 
faithful friend, and an excellent politician, 
In a word, Peter the Great was the father 


of his country. 


CATHERINA I. Alexiewna, the con- 
ſort of Peter the Great, was the 54th regent, 
began to reign An. 1725, and reigned after 
his death no more than one year and three 
months ; and was ſucceeded by 


PETER II. Alexiewitz, the grandſon of 
Peter the Great, (was in the 27th gene- 
ration, the 55th regent, began to reign 
An. 1726, and reigned three years and 
eight months) by the appointment of the 
empreſs Catherina, —_— to a funda- 
mental Law in Ruſſia, which is, that every 
emperor or ename has the power to ap- 


point 
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int their ſucceſſor; a princeſs Dolgo- 
rucky was choſen for his imperial con- 
ſort ; but before the conſummation of the 
nuptials, the emperor died of the ſmall 
pox. | 


ANNA I. Yvanowna, the dutcheſs dow- 
ager of Courland, and niece of Peter the 
Great, (was in the 26th generation, the 
56th regent, began to reign An. 1730, and 
reigned ten years and nine months) was put 
in poſſeſſion of the imperial throne by the 
miniſtry and the grandees, in ſpite of the 
Dolgoruckys, who would ſubſtitute the prin- 
ceſs, who had been made choice of to be 
the conſort of Peter II. Anna erected a mi- 
niſtry, called the cabinet, to whom the ſe- 
nate and all the other offices were to be 
ſubordinate. The foreigners were in much 
credit at her court. The 21ſt of June 
1732, ſhe concluded a treaty of peace 
with Perſia, in which the made a volun- 
tary ceſſion of the provinces of Laghedſhank, 
Ranakut, and all that the Ruſſians then 
had in poſſeſſion, beyond the river Sepid- 
Rud; beſides the provinces Ghilan, Aſta- 
rin, and all the country from Aſtrabad, to 
the river Kur, reſerving only the country 
to the north of this river, and to her ſub- 

jects 
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jets 2 free commerce through the whole 
extent of Perfia, without paying any cuſtom 
or duties. After the death of Auguſtus U. 
king of Poland, who had at that time 3 
ſcheme of conquering the Conſtantinopolitan 
empire; ſhe ſent an army into Poland, to 
eſtabliſh Auguſtus III. his ſon. Her victo- 
tious troops under field - marſhal Mun: 
nich, laid ſiege to Dantzig, which town 
after the eſcape of Staniſlaus, was obliged 
to capitulate. In the year 1736, a new 
treaty of peace was — with Shah 
Nadir, by which all the country from the 
river Kur to the river Koiſa was rendered 
to Perſia, She began at the ſame time 
war with the Turks, took the forts of Azof, 
Otchackof, Akierman, Perecop, and in ſhort 
gyerrun the whole Crim; fo that the 
Turks and Tartars were routed with ſuch a 
ſucceſs, that the Ruſſians marched to the 
Danube, and would have conquered the 
whole Turkiſh empire in Europe, had it not 
been for the precipitate peace, which the 
Raman emperor Charles VI, concluded at 
Belgrad, and which obliged the Ruſſians 
to accede to it. After a glorious reign 
Anna died, * appointed for her ſuc- 
ceſſor 


YVAN 
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YVAN III. Anthonovitz, the ſon of An- 
thony Ulrich, duke of Brunſwick Wolfen- 
buttel, and of the princeſs Anne of Meck- 
lenburgh, granddaughter to Yvan Alexiewitz, 
(was in the 28th generation, the 57th re- 
gent, began to reign An. 1740, and reigned 
one year and two months) Erneſt Biron, 
duke of Courland, was appointed regent, 
during his minority. But his poſitive and 
arrogant diſpoſition procuring. him his exile, 
the princeſs was declared regent in his room, 
at the ſame time that a war with the 
Swedes began in Finland; but on the 6th 
of December 1741, 


EIZABETH I. Petrovna, daughter of 
Peter the Great, (was in the 26th genera- 
tion, the 58th regent, began to reign An. 
1741, and reigned 20 years) with the aſ- 
ſiſtance of a ſingle company of the foot 
guards took poſſeſſion of the Imperial throne, 
and baniſhed prince Yvan with the dutcheſs 
regent, and her huſband to Holmogory, aplace 
about 40 Engliſh miles above Archangel, where 
they lived for many years, and had a nume- 
rous iſſue of five ſons and three daughters, 
all living, the dutcheſs dying afterwards. 


Elizabeth, after the battle of Wilmanſtrand, 
I con- 
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concluded a peace with the Swedes at Abo, 
declared the 28th of November 1742. Peter 
Ulrich, duke of Holſtein Gottorp, ſon of 
her ſiſter Anna, her ſucceſſor, and created 
him great duke of Ruſſia, and married him 
to Catherine Alexievna, princeſs of Anhalt- 
Zerbſt, his couſin. The north weſt ſhores 
of America were diſcovered under her 
_ reign, Kamchatka deſcribed, many colonies 
of Servians planted between the rivers Dnie- 
per and Bog, to the north of the Zaporo- 
vian Kozacks,which forms now the govern- 
ment of New-Ruſſia, and the whole em- 
pire from the very eaſtern ocean to the river 
Dnieper, at an extent of 7000 Engliſh miles, 
ſurrounded with a line of forts. In the 
year 1757 the Ruſſian troops entered Pruſſia, 
and fought the battle of Yagerndorff; in 
the year 1758 Cuſtrin was burnt, and ſome 
time after happened the bloody battle in 
that neighbourhood ; the following years Po- 
merania was conquered, Sileſia and the Mark 
of Brandenburgh laid waſte, Berlin taken, and 
Colberg, after two fruiltleſs attempts, obli- 
ped to capitulate, However, the career of 
theſe ſucceſſes of the Rufiians was put a ſtop 
to by the death of the empreſs, the 25th 
of December 1761. 


* 
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PETER the 1119; Fedorowitz, (was in 
the 2 5th generation, the 59th regent, be- 
gan to reign An. 1761, and reigned about fix 
months) immediately took poſſeſſion of the 
empire, and concluded a treaty of peace with 
the king of Pruſſia, and fent him an army 
of auxiliary troops againſt the Auſtrians. 
But being directed by people who were no 
politicians, he diſſipated more than five mil- 
lions ſterling, and attempted to alter the 
preſent ſtate of the Greek Ruſſian religion; 
and notwithſtanding he was warned by his 
friend and ally the king of Pruffta, yet he 
ſtill continued upon the ſame falſe principles, 
Ull, 


CATHERINE II. Alexievna his conſort 
'was put on the throne by a revolution of 
the guards, he (Peter) was then confined 
at Ropſha, a palace about 40 miles from 
Peterſburg, where he died ſoon after of an 
hemorrhboidal cholick, (was the Goth regent, 
and began to reign An. 1762) However, 
the empreſs confirmed the peace with Pruſſia, 
and was crowned at Moſkow. She gave 
great encouragemert to foreigners, and neer 
39,000 were introduced into the empire, a 
great number of whom had lands given to 


I 2 them 
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them upon the banks of the river Volga ; the 
revenues of the lands of the clergy were put 
under an adminiſtration. Many publick ſchools, 
a foundling hoſpital, an academy of polite 
arts, and many other uſeful inſtitutions were 
erected ; trade was. enlarged, manufactures 
encouraged, huſbandry promoted, an œco- 
nomical fociety founded, and the revenues of 
the empire encreaſed from three millions, to 
the amount of four millions of pounds ſter- 
ling. However, the commerce with China 
was interrupted by the differences which 
aroſe upon the total deſtruction of the E- 
luth Khalmucks, by the Chineſe; (theſe 
Khalmucks were a free nation, and governed 
by their own khans). The empreſs ſet out for 
Righa in 1764, and about the ſame time the 
unfortunate prince Iwan III. being confined 
at Shluſſelburgh, a fort in the Ladoga Lake; 
ſince the death of the empreſs Elizabeth, was 
ſtabbed by the governor of the fort, on a 
ſedition made in order to eſtabliſh him on the 

throne. The election of Staniſlaus Auguſtus xing 
of Poland was chiefly effected by the ſtrong 
recommendations of the empreſs, who, with 
the aſſiſtance of the Ruſſian troops ſuppreſſed 
the diſturbances cauſed by prince Radzivil. 
The empreſs recommended to the diet of 


Poland, in the year 1766, to reſtore the 
| diſſi- 
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diſſidents to their ancient privileges, which 
they had loſt by oppreſſion. But the diet 
refuſing to take it into conſideration, and at- 
tempting ſtill more to aggravate their already 
diſtreſſed ſituation, by putting them under the 
juriſdiction of the Roman Catholic biſhops, 
and giving force to the laws againſt the diſſi- 
dents, the empreſs reſolved to ſend a corps 
of troops into Poland, to give more weight 
to the repreſentations of her miniſter, and 
to inſiſt upon calling a new diet. In the 
beginning of the year 1767 ſhe ſet out for 
Moſkow in order to viſit the ſouthern pro- 
vinces, and to make ſuch improyements in 
the management of them, as ſhould be found 
convenient upon inſpection.
